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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 12-14 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 21 , 2005. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 2/23/2004 and 
8/17/2005 are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statements are being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

As to claims 1 , 2, Besson discloses a method of correcting scatter comprising: 
obtaining a voxellized representation of a 3D image of an object from a plurality of 
projection data; calculating a single scatter profile for the object using the voxellized 
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representation of the 3D image of the object; determining the total scatter profile for the 
object using the single scatter profile and an adjustment factor; and correcting the 
projection data using the total scatter profile to obtain a scatter corrected projection data 
(fig. 12 of Besson et al provides any available 3-D data in step 124; performs a single 
scatter estimation in step 128; performs scatter estimate in step 130; and correction of 
the scatter is performed in step 132). 

As to claims 3, 4, Besson discloses the projection data comprises raw image 
data (see paragraph 1 34). 

As to claim 7, Besson discloses subtracting the total scatter profile from the 
projection data to obtain the scatter corrected projection data (see paragraph 66). 

As to claim 1 1 , Besson discloses the image data comprises a plurality of 
digital radiographic projection data (see the abstract).
